Nearly 300 pages ot evidence, al- 
leged to dover the operations of the 
Lima Bean Growers’ Association, is at 
the disposal of U. 8. Dist.-Atty. Me- 
Cormick. 
It has been collected by the gov- 
ernment. and will be used in the pro- 
posed prosecution of the “trust,” un- 
less in the meantime the officers of 
the organization agree to follow the 
steps of the Plumbers’ Supply Asso- 
ciation. that voluntarily came into 
court by stipulation, confessed that 
there was an organization in restraint 
of trade, and agreed to dissolve the 
trust. 
Some time ago the attention of 
Atty.-Gen. Wickersham was called to 
the organization of the lima bean 
growers in Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
Los Angeles, Orange and San Diego 
counties, and inquiries were dis- 
patched from the Department of Jus- 
tice as to the scope of their opera- 
tions. Whatever the result of that 
investigation was is not known, but 
it is understood that one of the of- 
ficers of the Lima Bean Growers’ As- 
sociation went to Washington, and 
through an attorney had it made 
known to the Department of Justice

Capt. Baldwin proposes to take his 
ship to the edge of the ice pack on 
the north coast of Alaska, lodge it 
‘securely in a thick ice floe and let the 
moving floe carry his vessel over the 
deep basin which contains the waters 
ef the Arctic along a parallel course 
taken by the Jeannette and Fram and 
later arrive in the vicinity of Spitz- 
bergen, where the Fram emerged 
from her three-years’ drift in 1396. 
Capt. Baldwin said that when the 
Jeanette began her drift in 1879, uw 
storehouse which had been erected on 
an ice floe near the ship was blown 
away during a heavy storm and was 
not seen until two years later, when 
it was discovered on the ice floe less 
than three miles from the ship. This 
proves, according to the explorer, that 
the adjoining floes had been carried 
along in courses nearly parallel with 
the course of the vessel. 
The ship, which is to be construct- 
ed on lines similar to the Fram and 
Gauss, will be provided with every ap- 
pliance for scientific research and 
especially with captive and dirigible 
balloons and aeroplanes, so that a 
belt of territory practically covering 
the unknown expanse of the Arctic 
Ocean may be charted along the 
course of the vessel, from Behring 
Strait over the Pole and _ thence 
southward into the North Atlantic. 
CONSORT OF FLAGSHIP. 
Capt. Baldwin is seriously consider- 
ing the advisability of building on- 
other ship to accompany the flagship 
as consort to carry emergency sup- 
plies.

These are 
the chief points of general interest in 
the State's oil news of the present 
date. 

The final step in the ratification of 
the Union Oil Company's plan for 
the disposal the Independent 
Agency's storage oil, that of. securing 
the signatures of the individual 
agency members, is going forward 
rapidly. More than two-thirds of the 
companies have signed, and if any of 
‘the remainder fail to come in their

On April 10 the annual stockhold- 
ers’ meeting of the agency will be 
held in this city, and in view of the 
fact that the storage certificates are 
to be distributed on that date and 
because of the interest in the question 
of the sale of certificates and other 
features of the new arrangement it 
is probable that an unusually large 
number of the 150 com oom 
posing the organization will be repre- 
sented.

Now, really, I have never seen 
an embarrassed Chinese. Simpson 
says he never has. Further, he de- 
clares he can't imagine a situation 
that would embarrass a Chinese. I 
may as well confess, and I realize it 
more each day, that I don’t under- 
stand the Chinese mind. It is not in- 
acrutable or unfathomable or mysteri- 
ous or remarkable for ways that are 
dark, or undérstandable. 

I wouldn’t make this confession if 
I considered my failure due to my 
own inherent stupidity. I believe that 
the difficulty is more profound than 
that. 

The Wifficulty which confronts us 16 
many sided. We haven't experienced 
the same routine of sense impressions 
that. the Chinese have, and from the 
Mature of the case we can't even 
imagine ourselves to have experienced 
them. To this add the fact that val- 
uses are reversed; that, to give a few 
samples, revolt is impious; love is 
gentimental twaddie, elevated in the 
West to a cult which dominates all 
literature and art; new ideas, if at 
variance with usage, are illegal; the 
dead dominate the living, and the liv- 
ing exist to perpetuate the family; 
physical exercise is a sign of low 
birth, the soldier is of iow birth, 
the actor is an putcast, the man 
behind the plow is a higher social 
unit than the man behind the counter, 
and the man behind the spectacles is 
superior to either of them. 

In short, mind is more worth whiie 
than matter, even though the latter 
be gold ingots; that better than the 
reatiess active mind is the mind which 
knows the value of tnaction. For, 
“without going out of doors, one may 


of discontent, 
activity, ruthless endeavor. 

Not so, the Chinese sage proclaims. 
A violent wind does not out last the 
morning, nor does a squall of rain out- 
last the day. Such is the course of 
nature. And if nature herself cannot 
sustain ‘her efforts long, how much 
less can man! 

With a mind upon the receiver of 
which have beat impressions, com- 
mands, threats and preachments, dif- 
fering from ours with a character 
molded by inhibitions, and ideals dif- 
fering from ours, the Chinese thinks 
and acts quite contrary to expecta- 
tion. But more. His mind has a 
depth, a breadth, and an outlook 
which ours cannot have. His family. 
life goes right back to Adam; his em- 
peror was the first man. I confess 
I don’t know what it means to have 


suchta belief, I can’t imagine how it. 


would seem to be a son of Confucius 
seventy-three generations removed, to 
feel that Confucius himself was sim- 
ply one of an unbroken line of ances- 
try whose origin was coeval with 
the beginning of the world. 

But it must mean something, ! 
must exert an influence which regis- 
ters itself in action. Now if one may 
think of oneself as simply a unit in 4 
chain so favored by the spirits that it 
has existed since time began, in spite 
of convulsions of nature and the up- 
risings of man, one it entitled to be- 
lieve that the chief excellence in life 
is to live, to add oneself as a link 
to the chain, and withdraw gracefully, 
having made certain that the next 
link will keep the chain from rusting 
and look out for the next link. 

JdAfe, then is an endless chain, and 
the family the visible symbol of per- 
petual motion. 

Is it a good system? Is it all a 
better philosophy than ours? Nature 
is unethical. Science can with diffi- 
culty distinguish between the quick 
and the dead and finds it ever harder 
to say where the inanimate ends, the 
Animate begins. But the biologist dis- 
tinguishes between living and extinct 
species, and great historians concern 
themselves with empires that have 
fallen and civilizations that have de- 
cayed. I believe the historian is yet 
unborn who can write of the fall of 


teen story pagodas which, though 


built of wood, have defied the winds 


and rains of ten centuries. 

It is nothing less than « crime 
against civilization to ruin this city. 
But the crime will be committed and 
foreigners will be the chief abettors, 


as they are now the rankest offenders. 


If you want to see Aladdin's home, 

come to Peking before it is too late, 

before it has been ‘ruined forever. 
The prevailing note about Peking 


is man. Peking is pre-eminently a 


human city, perhaps more so than 
any city of its size in all the world. 
This is only another way of saying 


that Peking is behind the times, that 


its domiant note is the voice of man 
rather than the rumble of carriages 
or the roar of machinery. 

All day lo I hear men’s voices. 


Above them the rattle of the 


tin plates on the rickshaws and the 
subdued, pleasing rumble of the 
beautiful Pekingese carts. At night 


the city is wonderfully quiet. 
‘There will be intervals of many min- 


utes when, at my open window which 
overlooks half the city, I cannot hear 
a sound. It seems like a city of the 
dead. Then a dog barks, and an- 
other; men talk on the corner; there 
is a blast on a trumpet or some one 
is rapping an open fiat box with a 


stick, or it may be some one of the pe- 
culiar and distinctive sounds made by 


a street vender. 
These street noises are heard best 


at night, when the endless stream of 
rattling rickshaws has given way to a 


solitary straggier and the only carts 
abroad are going to or coming from 
the all night quarters of the Chinese 
city. Pvidently street venders never 
sleep, for one or another of their end- 


less calls may be heard far into the 


night; how much later I don’t know, 
but I have heard them up to three 
o'clock. 

Often I have watched the city grow 
quiet and then go to bed, until at last 
not a light is to be seen save half a 
dozen strays in our neighborhood.--- 
the palaces in the Imperia! City show- 
ing not a sign of life. Nothing in- 
dicates that a soul is stirring in the 
vast city. Suddenly a trumpet blares 


out, gongs resound, and boom, boom, 


go the big drums. The suddeness of 
the clamor is startling at first, but one 


notices have always been conspicuous 
for sobriety and common sense. He 
has no great sympathy with the ad- 
vanced school of playwrights; on the 
other hand, having had nearly forty 
years’ experience of the theater he 
may always be depended on to take 
a sound and broad view of any ques- 
tion relating to it.

I have just left George Ed 
who invited me to come and have a 
chat with him over his new venture 
in vaudeville. Of late our public has 
shown a very distinct liking for one- 
act musical plays at the music halls, 
and it has occurred to George Ed- 
wardes that it would pay him to boll 
down some of the old comic operas, 
of which he possesses about forty. 
which have been produced at Daly’s 
or elsewhere. He is making a start 
with “The Geisha,” condensed so as to 
play not more than fifty minutes. 
This is shortly to be produced at the 
Palace by Alfred Butt with quite a 
brilliant cast. If the experiment suc- 
ceeds, that amusing piece will be fol- 
lowed by others. I predict great pop- 
ularity for the new departure, but 
Edwardes professes to be skeptical. 
“Some of my friends,” he declared, 
»in whose opinion I have every con- 
fidence, lieve that the measure is al- 
most sure to injure me as a theatrical 
manager. They insist that people who 
can get the cream of a musical play 
in vaudeville, together with an at- 
tractive variety entertainment thrown 
in, will decline to pay their half 
guineas for a stall at Daly’s or the 
Gaiety. It is to be remembered, how- 
ever, that I shall not turn any piece 
to variety uses until it ts absolutely 
profitiess to me in London and the 
provinces. Further, there is always 
the chance that by this means I shal) 
create and foster a taste for light mu- 
sical entertainments which will in the 
end bring many, who at present main- 


ly patronize music halls, to the reg- 


ular theater. Of course, if I'm mis- 

taken in this view, I shall promptly 

drop the business.”

The field work will be earrtsd on 
in eastern Dutch Bornec, the parural 
history of which is practiratly un- 
known. Nothing relating to it has 
been published and there are no col- 
lections from this regien in the 
United States, although the National 
Museum has some from the west 
and south coasts of Borneo. 

The museum is fortunate in having 
this opportunity to study a country 
practically unknown to soologists, 
which comes to it through the in- 
terest of a friend of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who is financing the ex- 
pedition. 

Mr. Raven, who will carry out the 
field work, is a young and enthusias- 
tic naturalist with considerable ex- 
perience. He hopes to secure a quan- 
tity of interesting matorial, including 
the characteristic mammals of the 
country, such as orangs, deer, wild 
pigs, squirrels and smaller rodents 
and possibly rhinoceroses and tapirs. 
It is his intention to secure passage 
on the next steamer for Singapore, 
from which port he will sail directly 
to Batavia, Java, where he will con- 
fer with the Dutch authorities and 
the American Consul in regard to his 
credentials, tel, and then sail to 
Samarinda, Borneo. At Samarinda 
he hopes to secure a native house- 
boat and be towed up the Mahakam 
or Keti River by one of the small 
trading steamers which follow the 
streams for nearly 200 miles. Ar- 
riving at the end of the course, he 
will feat down in th> houseboat, 
stopping wherever and whenever hq 
desires to make his collection. 

The trip will probably take up 
the greater part of a year, and, if 
Successful. will provids much valu- 
able scientific information and many 
extremey interesting specimens for 
the National Museum.

On California,” Which has the most perfectly organized beet sugar in- 
dustry in the United States, will fall the brunt of the disastrous effects of 
this law. The introduction of the bill shows the boldest attempt in the 
history of the nation to surrender an important and growing industry to 
foreign importers and to foster a monoply against the domestic raw sugar 
producers, solely in interest of refiners of imported raw sugar, commonly 
known as the sugar trust; and this bill enacted into a law, will kill the

There are seven beet sugar factories south of the Tehachepl. These, with 
side tracks and dumps, cost approximately $10,000,000.

HIGHWAY PLANS MATURING. 


| Committee Working Out Scheme 
for Boulevard From Westlake Park 
to Palisades of Santa Monica. 

An agreement was reached the vast 
week between representatives of the 
Soldiers’ Home, at Sawtelle, and the 
County Supervisors, whereby Wilshire 
boulevard is to be run through the 
government grounds to connect on 
the west side with San Vicente boule- 
vard. This will make a continuous 
driveway from Westlake Park to the 
Palisades of Santa Monica. Accord- 
ing to G. F. Cimiotti of R. A. Rowan 
& Company, the Wilshire Committee 
has adopted plans perfected by a com- 
mittee of landscape experts whereby 
the entire boulevard will be harmon- 
lously developed, in width, in pav- 
ing and in arboreal effects. “The one 
halting point inthe plans,” said Mr. 
Cimiotti, was over the matter of 
building the boulevard through the 
Roldiers’ Home grounds. This has 
now been provided for. 2 

From the city to the sea bithulitic 
paving will be spread. For the en- 
tire distance the drive will have the 
same width both of street, curb, 
parkings and sidewalk. Developers 
of each successive tract will carry 
through the plans. The harmony 
scheme even goes so far as to pro- 
vide for the kind of trees that shall 
be used, so that there will be no sud- 
den breaks or sharp contrasts. 

“In accordance with the arrange- 
ments we are now laying out the WII- 
shire frontage of Windsor Square with 
the designated trees and flowers.

Fine Subdivision Opening West of 
Southern Pacific—Promoter Seeks 
a Franchise for Electric Road to

ALE, March 28.— After ly- 
ing apparently asleep for several years 
the -western section of this valley, 
that portion lying west of the South- 
ern Pacific tracks and within the ex- 


treme northern limits of Los Angeles, 


is taking a new lease on life ané 
promises big things for the immedi- 
ate future. The section where the 
major portion of the work is 

done lies just west of the southern 
portion of Glendale and nerth of Park 
avenue. A short time ago twenty 
acres were purchased by the G. H. A. 
Goodwin company. This tract was 
subdivided, sidewalks and curbs, 
electricity, gas and water installed 
and streets graded and oiled. The 
opening ot this piece started opera- 
tions in the section. Subdivision work 
has been almost completed in the Gui 
tract, consisting of nearly forty acres 
and being entirely in vineyard, at 
which place the celebrated Gui wines 
have been made during the past sev- 
eral years. All improvements in this 
tract are of the finest, and the tract 
will be opened to the public within a 
few days. 

The most recent valuable piece of 
land to go down before the progres- 
sive tread of the subdivision move- 
ment in this valley is the Stracy es- 
tate, located at the extreme west end 
of Park avenue. This piece consists 
of twenty acres of fine level land, 
being in elevation several feet higher 
than the Los Angeles river-bed. Be- 
tween this tract and the west end of 
Park avenue is a bank of something 
like thirty feet. The improvements 
planned for this tract and the west 
end of Park avenue include the grad- 
ing away of this bank and also of 
Park avenue in such a manner as to 
make t nt from the avenue to 
the tract extremely gradual and one 
hardly noticeable. This will necessi- 
tate the grading back of Park avenue 
for a distance of something like 150 
As the west side of this tract 
is close to the river, the corapany will 
erect over the river and into Griffith 
Park and the new aviation field a 
large rustic bridge, to be used by 
eutoists and pedestrians alike. This 
will be the first direct opening from 
the eastern section of the valley into 
the park and will doubtless prove 
popular. 

A feature which promises to do 
more than anything else toward the 
opening of this section is the estab- 
lishing of an electric street car line, 
which will run from Fourth street 
and Brand boulevard, Glendale, west 
on Fourth street to Pacific avenue, 
south on Pacific to Oak drive, thence 
along Oak drive west to and across 
the Los Angeles river, connecting with 
the southern end of the new aviation 
fleld. This line will run between the 
Park-avenue and the Gui tract and 
two blocks north of Park avenue. A 
franchise for this line is now being 
offered for sale, and E. D. Goode, 
who has secured the right of way, 
claims that the road will be in oper- 
ation within four months after the 
franchise has been granted, providing 
he gets the franchise. It is expected 
that this line will connect with the 
north end of the line which will be 
erected by the Pacific Electric com- 
pany, branching from the main Glen- 
dale-Los Angeles line at Ivanhoe and 
running north for a distance of about 
two miles to the aviation field. 

The West Park-avenue section is 
now in Los Angeles, and, as a result 
of requests made by residents of that 
section to the Los Angeles Council, 
that city has purchased from G. W. 
Fishel, nine lots on the north side of 
Park avenue just west of the South- 
ern Pacific tracks, to be used as a 
site for a new grammar school. The 
piece was bought for $4500 cash. le 
is understood that. work on this school 
will be started within a few weeks. 
The residents along Park avenue have 
also petitioned the Los Angeles 
fathers to improve Park avenue, 
which is in an extremely poor condi- 
tion,

But to others, and it is be- 
lieved these will be found in the ma- 
jority, the announcement comes not 
only as a surprise, but as a disap- 
pointment. It is not believed the peo- 
ple generally have forgotten the posi- 
tive stand Roosevelt has taken in the 
past on the matter of his future po- 
Htical life. On November 8, 1904, 
Roosevelt said that the “wise rule 
which limits the President to two 
terms regards the substance and not 
the form,” and added that under no 
circumstances would he accept an- 
other nomination. Later, on Decem- 
ber 11, 1907, Roosevelt said he had not 
changed and would not change the 
decision announced three years before. 
Despite all the criticism that has 
been heaped on President Taft by his 
litical enemies he has made a good 
Gent. Like Cleveland he will 
loom larger when he has been out of 
office a few years. His predecessor 
was wont to go before the people and 
rail about the trusts and great combi- 
nations of capital and malefactors of 
wealth. He talked much but did little 
or nothing to curb them. Taft has not 
talked so much but has discovered 
that the Sherman law, though not the 
ideal statute, will serve the purpose 
of restraining large combinations of 
capital and under his administration 
much progress has been made with 
this work. Nor have the Harrimans 
and the Morgans and others paid 
hurried and secret trips to the White 
House for luncheons and conferences. 
The record of President Taft encitles 
him to a second nomination, an honor 
that has not been refused any Re- 
publican President, and there is noth- 
ing in the record of Roosevelt to en- 
title him to the honor of a nomina- 
tion for a third term, an honor that 
Washington and Jefferson declined, 
and the Republican party re‘used 
President Grant.

ROCK OAVE FOR A PRISON. 


An Artzona Oounty Jail Hollowed 
Out of a Mountain of Solid Quarts 
by Use of Explosives. 
[Wide World:] When the authori- 
ties of Graham county, Arizona, de- 
cided to look about for a place in 
which to confine criminals they found 
a natural depression in the side of a 
hil. This was enlarged into what 
might be called an artificial cave, di- 
vided into four compartments. 
The cave was excavated parallel to 
the side of the mountain in which it 
was made and daylight admitted by 
holes blown out of the wall with ex- 
plosives, the windows being guarded 
by a network of heavy steel bars. 
The entrance to the depression was 
also closed in the same manner, and 
a vestibule or porch of masonry built 
out from it to provide quarters for 
the Sheriff and his assistants. This 
vestibule is also divided into compart- 
ments, which are connected by gates 
of steel bars. 
The only way of entering the »rison 
is through the vestibule of masonry, 
and in order to escape the inmates 
would have to cut their way through 
three sets of bars, which are an inch

Invisible Airship Patented. 
{Baltimore American: ] Baron 
Adam Roenne, a well-known airship 
and naval engineer, has taken out 8 
patent in England for an invisible air- 
ship. Invisibility is to be achieved by 
making the outer case or envelope of 
chromium, a metal possessing a high- 
ly polished surface, which will be per- 
manently maintained by means of a 
covering of transparent varnish. 
The outer cover will thus to all in- 
tents be converted into a mirror, and 
invisibility will be achieved by reflec- 
tion. The baron claims that there will 
be no recurring shade shown at bot- 
tom of the keel, as. it is proposed that 
the latter shall taper to a point. The 
airship will then always take the color 
of the surrounding élements, and 
though larger than the biggest liner 
will be invisible at any height above 
about 2500 feet. Special silencing 


devices will also be used for the en- 
gines.

PENS MADE OF TANTALUM, 


{Vulkan:] The excellent properties 
of tantalum suggested the idea of 
using this metal for writing pens 
Most. of the pens now are of 
steel, whose elasticity gives the de- 
sired pliability to the pens. But the 
steel pen rusts easily and is attacked 
hy ink. Gold is rust-proof and not so 
attacked. But gold alone is too soft 
for use in pen nibs, and the extreme 
points must have’ some hard metal 
like iridium soldered to them to make 
them durable, which is a complicated 
and expensive task. 

Tantalum was found to be a perfect 
substitute, combining the pliable and 
elastic tenacity of the steel with the 
chemical stability of the gold. Some 
very interesting tests have been made 


right, | by a Berlin firm. The tantalum metal. 
was cut, formed and split Hike an or- 


dinary steel pen. Then the points 
were bent, ground, shaped and hard 


ened by a special schardening process 


which was found to greatly prolong | 


the lief of the pens. 

Comparative tests were made be- 
tween steel, gold and tantalum pen 
points on six miles of paper, and the 
results showed the hardened tanta- 
lum pen to be far superior to the 
others. The chemical tests showed 
these pens to be proof against the 
attack of every ink used, although the 
pens were exposed to the action of the 
same for several weeks.

wine, INSTALL LIGHTS. 


GLENDALE, March 23.—At a cost 
of more than $15,000, an ornamental 
electric lighting system will be in- 
stalled m this city, the work to start | 
just as soon as the necessary legal 
steps can be taken. A resolution to 
this effect was passed by the Glen- 
dale Trustees this week. Of this 
amount, $11,000 will be borne by the 
property owners facing on the sections 
‘of the streets aleng which the lights 
will be placed, the remainder of the 


The system will consist of clusters 
of five lights erected on iron stand- 
ards, placed every one hundred feet 
on either side of the streets. Lights 
will be placed on Fourth street from 
Central avenue to Everett street; on 
Brand boulevard, from Third to Sixth. 
and on Glendale avenue, from Third 
to Fifth. The cost to the property 
owners will be about one dollar per 
front foot. After the installation of | 
the system the maintenance of the 
lights will cost the city about $1000 
per year. 

Word has been received by the 
Glendale Trustees to the effect that 
the county, in conjunction with the 
Salt Lake Railway Company; and the 
Glendale-Eagle Rock Rallway Com- 
pany, will start work at once on the 
repairing of the damage done by the 
storm water of the recent rains, and 
also of the repairing and the strength- 
ening of the wash in such a manner 
as to make this city comparatively 
free from danger in the event of 
more heavy rains this season or in 
years to come.

There ts no longer any question as 
to the practicabiNty of motor-driven 
fire apparatus, for only a short time 
ago the Oldsmobile fire fighters now 
in use in the city of Lansing, had «a 
most severe test. 

Two pumping engines are in use in 
Lansing, one a sixty-horse-power and 
the other a ninety; and at the burning 
of the city's largest hotel, The Downey 
House, which occurred a short time 

2 the smaller of these engines, 
which had seen three years of service, 
pumped steadily for a period of ten 
hours and forty-five minutes. 

The ninety-horse-power engine 
worked without stop, thirteen hours 
and thirty minutes. The two engines 
consumed a total of ninety-six gallons 
of gasoline, throwing an average of 
1350 gallons of water to the minute. 

As the hydrant pressure only aver- 
ages from fifteen to twenty pounds, 
it can readily be seen that the engines 
were working to their fullest capacity 
throughout the whole time. 

According to the manager of the 
Oldsmobile factory, the output for the 
present will be limited to combination 
chemical and hose wagons, police pa- 
trol¢ and ambulances. Other orders 
will be filled from time to time, but 
the bulk of the business will be con- 
fined to the above-mentioned models.
